| The mayor definitely refused to en- 
‘ter the controversy ‘Thursday night, 
saying he had not had sufficient time 
in which to study the matter. Alder- 
man Gilliam, however, was quite em- 
phatic im his assertions that such leg- 
islation would bring about a financial 
collapse in the city. with a reduction 
of salaries and other consequences, 
while Mr, Mizell, in an address before 
the Junior Chamber of Commerce, de- 
clared that he felt the teachers who 
had appeared before the legislature 
“have used their prestige and political 
power to do a hurtful thing to the 
community.” 

Mr. Mizell charged that the school 
authorities went “to the Fulton dele- 
gation in the legislature and demand- 
ed that a law be enacted which would 
result in transferring the money from 
the salaries of police, firemen, etce., to 
their own.” 

“Because of their political power.” |

Gilliam Thursday warned that one 
of three courses, and probably all of 
them, would followin rapid succession 
if the bill passes. He listed them as 
follows: 

An additional eut of 12.5 per cent 
in the salaries of all city workers, 
exclusive of those in the school de- 
partment: curtailment of public safety 
of the city. including police, fire and 
public health departments, in order

“I favor schools,” said Alderman 
Gilliam, “and we should do everything 
possible for them. The time has come 
when the city canno? operate any de- 
partment right.

Citizens are unable 
to pay their taxes. 

“For the past several years schools 


-have been getting more than 30 per

city At this time we are trying to 
push through a January budget on 
which we can establish the credit of 
the citv for the year. Today we cut 
$300,000 from it in an effort to ap-

Nashville Man Hunted 
After Killing at Direc- 
tors’ Meeting. 


NASHVILLE. Tenn., Jan. 26.—(4) | 
A rifle bullet fired across a directors’, 
table today by W. Allison Buntin, 56- 
year-old real estate operator, almost 
instantly killed Rumsey Lewis, 36, 
who a short time before had been 
elected by the directors to succeed 
Buntin as general manager of the 
Arcade Company. | 

Buntin fled, but walked into the 
Davidson county .jail here and sur- 
rendered shortly before 10 o'clock to- 
night. 

The shooting climaxed the. annual 
meeting of Arcade Company directors 
in Buntin’s office. Present besides 
Lewis and Buntin were Will Steger, 
attorney and acting president; Charles 
Nelson, vice president, and J. P. W. 
Brown, vice president and Nashville 
manager of the Tennessee Electric 
Power Company. 

The Arcade Company operates the 
stores and offices in the midtown Ar- 
cade, one of which was occupied oy 
Buntin’s real estate concern. 

The meeting had just. closed when 
Buntin, still seated, reached , behind 
a desk for the rifle. ‘Don’t do that, 
Allison,” Steger shouted, but the warn- 
came too late. The steel-jacketed 
bullet struck Lewis in the left side, 
passed through his body and struck

Elimination of all legislative re- 
strictions on ihcreases or decreases in 
tax rates of Atlanta or other cities 
of Georgia Thursday received the ap-

Under the substitute bill as approved 
by the committee, the Atlanta tax 
rate could be increased merely by a 
referendum of the people without any 
legislative restrictions, it was brought 
out in discussion of the bill

Senator Sisk pointed out that he 
was not introducing the resolution as 
an antagonist of the department of 
agriculture but merely to quiet rumors 
he said- he Had heard over the state 
regarding the sale of jobs. During 
the debate on the textbook commission 
resolution, he defended members of the 
commission and made a side statement 
regarding the job sale rumors. A col- 
eague asked why he did not offer a 
resolution calling fof an investigation 
of the rumors. He@resented the reso- 
lution a few minutes later. 


Adams Would Welcome Probe. 

Commissioner of Agriculture G, 
Claude Adams, who. took office on 
January.1, was in Moultrie attending 
a meeting of pork producers but by 
telephone authorized the following 
statement on behalf of himself and his 
deparsment:

Three Pilots Believed Lost -‘' 
As Gales Lash Atlantic Coast 


NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—(4)—Ships 
of the sea and one ship of the air felt 
the fury of a storm that swept up 
the Atlantic seaboard today. 

Three steamship pilots were believed 
to. have drowned when their yaw! 
was upset off Monmouth, N. J. Six- 
}teen men were forced to abandon the 
coast guard station on a tiny island 
off Beach Haven, N. J. Several ves- 
sels reported themselves in difficulty 
and numerous other advices were re- 
ceived of storm damage all along the 
coast, 

The navy dirigible Akron nosed 
through the Hy, for her home port at 
Lakehurst, N N. J., after a forced flight 
to escape the storm. The wind, ac- 
companied by rain squalls, roared un 
from North Carolina just as the Akron 
was about to come down at Lakehurst 
last night after a short training cruise. 

Captain F. C. McCord, in command | 
of the 82 officers and men aboard, | 
decided to seek safety farther inland. 
and sent the ship cruising over Ohio 
and Lake Erie for the night. Much 
of the night was spent dodging the 
reguiar air lines to avoid a possible | 
collision in the fog.

SENATE RECEIVES. 
CTY SEWER BIL 


Power To Issue Bonds In- 
cluded in Measure Intro- 
duced by Sims, Campbell 


Creation of the Atlanta sewer dis- 
trict with power to issue bonds and 
levy taxes to remedy sewerage condi- 
tions in the metropolitan area was 
proposed to the general assembly 
Thursday in a bill introduced by Sen- 
ators Walter A. Sims, of the 35th 
district, and Robert W. Campbell, of 
the 34th district. 

The sewer district bill was referred 
to the committee on municipal govern- 
ment and will be given an early hear- 
ing, it was said. 

Provision is contained in the bill 
for a governing board of six trustees, 
to be elected as follows: Two by the 
grand jury of DeKalb county, two by 
the grand jury of Fulton county, with 
the mayor and chairman of the sewer 
committee of Atlanta council as ex- 
officio trustees. An engineer-secretary 
not a member of the board would be 
elected by the trustees. 

The board of trustees would have 
power to acquire and own property 
and rights of way necessary for con- 
struction and maintenance of sewers, 
and to construct and maintain sewers, 
sewage disposal or treatment plants 
for sanitation of the district and elim- 
ination of nuisances from the presence 
of sewers or sewage. 

Proposal of the board to issue bonds 
would be voted on under constitutional 
provisions providing for bond issues, 
and the board would be authorized to 
levy and assess a tax on all real 
property within the district, sufficient 
to meet obligations evidenced by-the 
bonds. The tax would not exceed 30 
cents on $100 for payment of bonds. 
Taxes other than for payment of 
bonds would be limited to 10 cents on 
the $100. Bonds would be limited to 
7 per cent of the assessed value of the 
real property in the district. 

The bill provides for subdistricts 
in which particular sewer construc- 
tion may be undertaken, expense to be 
charged against lands located therein; 
it authorizes issuance of revenue 
bonds payable only from income aris- 
ing from service charges, and it gives 
the trustees authority to pass rules, 
permit connection with sewers and 
charge and collect a sewer service fee.

Denies That He Has 
Abandoned High Aim. 


BERLIN, Jan. 26.-—-(A%—German 
politics were thrown into confusion 
today by semi-official distribution of 
a news item reporting that Adolyh 
Hitler had renounced his claim ‘to 
the chancellorship. 

Several hours after the publication 
of this story, which led one evening 
newspaper to get out an extra, Hit- 
ler's press representative issued an 
angry denial. 

One of Hitler's closest confidants 
sail that during the past few days 
“there had been constant negotiation 
between the nationalists and the na- 
‘ional socialists for the overthrow of 
Chancellor Von Schleicher- and the 
establishment of a coalition “presidial 
cabinet.” 

Hitler, be said, did not necessarily 
insist upon heading such a cabinet. 
Former Chancellor Von Papen, who 
precede] General Von Schleicher in 
that office and Hjalmar Schacht, for- 
mer head of the Reichsbank, figured 
prominently as possible chancellors. 

It was freely admi‘ted tonight that 
premature publication of Hitler's re- 
nuneciation might wreck these plans 
and necessitate Hitler’s reversion to 
his “all or nothing” policy. 

President Von Hindenberg’s secre- 
tary denied that the executive had 
received a demand for the retirement 
of Chancellor Von Schleicher, but it 
is known that vesterday Colonel Von 
Papen had a-long talk with the presi- 
dent's son. 

Chancellor Von Schleicher declined 
to diseuss ‘he situation, saying that 
he will determine his next step after 
tomorrow's meeting of the reichstag 
eouncil of elder®.

In addit'on, more 
than $500.000,000 would be provided 
for strengthening the federal lana 
bank to enable them to take over 
sound farm mortgages wherever held, 
extend deserving farmers’ payments 
and cut the interest rate. Besides the 
stated sums, the treasury would pro- 
vide whatever money might be need- 
ed to enable the land banks to ease 
up on worthy borrowers. 

Against various features of this 
measure passed by the house just two 
weeks ago numerous objections were 
made at a senate agriculture commit- 
tee hearing today.

Tobacco Revenues 


Show Sharp Decline 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—(?)— 
Despite dwindling taxes from tobacco 
products, North Carolina again led 
the nation in production of cigarets 
and manufactured tobacco in 1932, 
while Pennsylvania retained its lead 
in the manufacture of cigars and Ken- 
tucky forged toward the front in the 
cigaret tax, reporting an increase of 
$21,000,000 over 1931. 

Reports of the internal revenue bu- 
reau today showed that in the last 
year North Carolina paid tax of 
$171,864,395 on cigarets and $21.505,- 
024 on manufactured tobacco. Penn- 
sylvania paid tax of $3,693,773 on 
cigars. The tax paid by North Car- 
olina on Cigarets compared with 
$215.841,193 in 1931 and with $23.,- 
459.435 on manufactured tobacco. 
Pennsylvania paid tax of $4,952,849 
on cigars during the previous year. 

The total collected from the cigar 
tax in 1932 was $12,562,284, on cig- 
arets $310.573,823 and on manufac- 
tured tobacco $62,737,419. . The cigar 
tax was off approximately $4,000,000; 
the cigaret tax was down about $30.- 
000,000 and the tobacco tax decreased 
approximately $3,500,000.

To Bare Vowel Sound Secrets 


in Experiments 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—(?)—By 
causing the vocal organs of two dead 
men to “speak” artificially, Lee Ed- 
ward Travis and Archibald R. Bu- 
ehanan will /announce tomorrow they 
have evidence to settle a scientific 
controversy as to whether the vow- 
els are produced mainly by the vocal 
cords or by the cavities. 

Their experiments were made at 
the University of Iowa and will be 
announced in Science, the journal of 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vanagment of Science. 

Their experiments, they state, sup- 
port the “cavity tone theory of vowel 
production.” Under this theory the 
pharynx, mouth, nasal cavities and 
paranasal sinuses not only modify the 
original sound coming from the vocal 
cords, but actually produce new fre- 


quencies not existing in the sounds 
from the cords. 

The opposing theory has held that 
the sound frequencies all must be pro- 
duced originally by the vocal cords, 
and that the function of the tonal 
cavities is merely to magnify these 
frequencies. |

MOULTRIE, Ga., Jan. 26.—(A)—

It was pointed out that more than 
85 per cent of the hogs raised in 
Georgia, Alabama and Florida are 
marketed between September 1 and 
March 1, although figures for a 10- 
year period obtained from the bigges* 
marketing centers of the country show 
that the average price over that pe- 
riod during July and August was 32 
per hundred higher than it was dur- 
‘ing the peak of the selling season. 
| The climate in this territory makes 
‘it possible to raise two litters of 
| pigs per year and there should be a 
large summer crop of hogs, the ex- 
perts told several hundred farmers 
who were present. The drawback in 
the past, it was pointed out. has been 
the high cost of finishing spring pigs 
and this has been due to lack of 
feeds, which can be grown, the live 
stock men were told. 

Dr. Milton P. Jarnigan. animal 
husbandman of the Georgia State 
College of Agriculture, said the phase 
of feeding which has been most neg- 
lected is grazing and insisted that 
permanent and temporary pastures 
should be looked upon as feed crops

ECONOMY NEEDS TOLD 


BY SAVANNAH MAYOR 


Group Selfishness Biggest’ 
Obstacle To Cutting City 
Costs, Says Gamble. 


SAVANNAH. Ga., Jan. 26.—Thom- 
as Gamble, new mayor of Savannah, is 
carrying to the people the lesson that 
the eity is hard pressed for money 
and that it must economize in every 
way possible. The new executive told 
the Kiwanis Club on Wednesday that 
the problem of reducing city expendi- 
tures was a serious one, beset with 
many difficulties. 

When the city and the people were 
prosperous, the mayor said, there were 
many city adjuncts built which not 
only cost money to erect but cost 
money to operate. It is the carrying 
of these institutions, the mayor said, 
and the payment of interest on bonds 
issued to insure their creation that 
is proving a financial problem at the 
moment. The situation is not unlike 
war, the mayor advised, and it is go- 
ing to require stringent methods and 
considerable sacrifice to keep the city 
on an even keel. 

The greatest difficulty experienced, 
the new mayor declares, is that as 
soon soon as an effort is made to 
curtail expenses of one of these munici- 
pal adjuncts, those interested in that 
particular entérprise or interest, 
start a campaign to circumvent it. 

“Everybody is willing to have the 
other fellow’s enterprise curtailed,” 
said the mayor, :“but when his toes are 
stepped on the individual concerned 
makes a ‘holler’ and puts all his 
friends into action to stor the cutting 
of a salary or the reduction of an ap- 
propriation.”

She 
continued her career, as nonchalantly 
as she had begun it, unconcerned over 
gossip. 

After Belmont’s death, Mrs. Bel- 
mont decided to essay a public career. 
There were no “idle rich,” he said, 
because no one could be wealthy and 
remain idle, She plunged into the 
suffrage movement and for years was 
one of its foremost leaders. 

In 1909 she founded the Political 
Equality League, and immediately be- 
came a central figure in the woman’s 
suffrage movement. 

Mrs. Belmont gave up her public 
career and her residence in America 
twelve years ago to make her home ir 
Europe, but she visited here frequent- 
ly and was one of the strong financial 
supporters of the national woman's 
party.

SENATE BODY ASKS 
DIREGT AID FUND 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—(UP)— 
The Costigan-La Follette bill, pro- 
viding %$500,000,000 for relief, was 
reported favorably today by the sen- 
ate manufacturers committee. 

Several members of the committee, 
it was understood, plan to offer 


amendments when the bill comes be- 
fore the senate. 

Under the measure 40 per cent of 
the $500,000,000 would be distributed 
to siates, proportionate to their popu- 
lation, in the form of direct grants. 
The remaining 60 per cent would be 
used for emergency purposes where 
federal and state funds are insuffi- 
cient to meet the needs. 

A federal -board, headed by the 
chief of the children’s bureau, would 
be set up under the measure to ad- 
minister the relief program. Included 
in the bill is:a $15,000,000 item for 
the relief of destitute transients.

‘ROUSEVELT IDEA’ SEEN 
IN TUGWELL PROGRAM 


NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—(4)—The 
World-Telegram ih a copywrighted 
story today quoted Dr. Rexford Guy 
Tugwell, one of President-elect Roose- 
velt’s economic advisors, in the outline 
of a Tpoint national program which 
the paper said would “very likely form 
the framework of the incoming admin- 
istration’s restorative policies.” 

The Tugwell plan, as set forth in 
the story follows: 

1. Drastically higher income and in- 
heritance taxes, particularly in the 
wget brackets. No sales tax. 

. A widesperad public works pro- 
gram, possibly entailing $5,000,000,000 
at the start; direct relief to the in- 
digent unemployed; intense stimula- 
tion of semi-public works propjects, 
such as slum clearance, through the 


F. C, 

3. Reduction in interest and public 
utility rates. 

4. Sound currency. No inflation. 

5. A budget balanced as to current 
expenditures, with repeal of the 18th 
amendment a factor in raising reve- 
nues, ; 

6. Restoring the balance between 
wholesale prices, especially for agricul- 
tural products, and retail prices to 
consumers, the farm allotment bill, 
which already has passed the house, 
is expected to accomplish this for the 
farmer. 

7. Rationalizing the intergovern- 
mental debt settlements—perhaps by 
remitting the interest items in the to- 
tal sums due—and by basing the debt- 
ors’ capacity to pay upon their abil- 
ity to transfer goods or money in re- 
lation to gold reserves and value. Also 
rationalizing foreign trade arrange- 
ments, such as tariffs, and perhaps 
seeking a vast new outlet for Ameri- 
can raw goods and manufactures in 
Russia. 


NEW YORK WELCOMES 


SEA RESCUE HERES 


NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—(UP)— 
Storm-battered, listing to port, her 
No. 3 lifeboat davits empty, the 
12,000-ton freighter American Mer- 
chant steamed through the Narrows 
late today, the Union Jack flying at 
her forepeak and the 22 survivors of 
the British steamer Exeter City lin- 
ing her rail. 

They had been rescued by the 
American Merchant in mid-ocean last 
Friday after a night of terror when a 
5O-foot wave overwhelmed their 
1,800-ton craft, carried away the 
bridge, chart house and forward su- 
perstructure like match wood and 
swept Captain FEF. D. Legge and three 
men of the watch to death in the rac- 
ing wares. 

Whistles of harbor craft shrieked 
welcome as the American Merchant 
plowed upstream to pier 87. High on 
the American Merchant's bridge, hold- 
ing the course beside a Sandy” Hook 
pilot, stood Captain Giles Stedman, 
36-year-old skipper and hero of the 
sea epic. 

The mayor’s reception craft, Macom, 
with members of the mayors recep- 
tion committee, was sent down the 
bay to receive him. 

He went about his routine duties 
while the ship headed toward a pier 
loaded with cheering crowds. 

He talked quietly of the rescue, but 
the credit belonged to others, he in- 
sisted. 

It was the accuracy of a radio di- 
rection finder, he said, that enabled 
the American Merchant last Friday 
to locate the battered Exeter City. 

And it was the pouring of 85 tons 
of oil onto the turbulent sea, 1,575 
miles east of New York, that enabled 
the American ship to get close enough 
to the floundering freighter to shoot a 
liné across, send over an empty life- 
boat, and pull back the 22 surviving 
sailors. 

There was Henry Victor Lothian, 
the young British radio operator, who 
stusx to his post throughont the 
“night of terror” as some called it. 
His aerial had been washed gway, but 
when dawn came he built a new one 
and then sent the S O § on which 22 
lives depended. 

There was Joseph Gillis, of Engle- 
wood,_N. J., second officer of the 
American Merchant, who pored over 
figures and finally worked out the 
position of the Exeter City, several 
hundred miles from where the freight- 
ers own rough eatimate had placed 
her in messages, 

There was Dr. Cyril Von Baumann, 
of Baltimore, Md., the American Mer- 
chant’s chief surgeon, who, when his 
ship came alongside the freighter, 
aimed a little brass cannon and sent 
his very first shot directly over the 
ill-fated Exeter City. thus connecting 
the two ships by 4.800 feet of line— 
every foot of line the American craft 
had aboard. 

There was Cabinboy Raymond 
Lewis; 15, the youngest of the Exeter 
City crew, who worked all night bail- 
ing water with a bucket—“and he 
never whimpe once,” one of his 
shipmates said with a chuckle.

Britons Predict Entire 
_New Set-Up in System 
of International Com- 
merce After Bargaining.

England and the United States get 
down to economic bargaining there is 
nothing in the international obliga- 
tions of either country to prevent 
their setting up a new system of trade 
relations with each other. 
The Ottawa trade agreements gov- 
-erning commerce within the empire 
_do not constitute a barrier to possible 
trade concessions by Great Britain to 
the United States in return for re- 
duction of the war debt, according 
to an authoritative interpretation of 
the document evolved at Ottawa. 

There was no intimation here that 
the recent speech by Neville Cham- 
berlain, eanchellor of the exchequer, 
in which the British debt policy was 
outlined, was a direct move for such 
| bargaining between this country and 
America, but one of the fundamental 
objectives of England’s swing from 
free trade to tariff last year was to 
| be able to use the tariff as a bargain- 

ing weapon. 
berlain pointed out how effective this 

has been. 

Twenty nations are at England’s 
doorstep now, waiting to swap trade 
advantages. Active negotiations are 
| progressing with five of those nations, 
' the chancellor said. There appears to 
| be no reason why the United States 
could not join the score of other na- 

tions, The success of any _ Anglo- 

American trade bargaining is likely to 
be determined by the mutual advan- 
tages in prospect for Great Britain 
and the dominions.

RUSSIAN PLANNING 
ADVOCATED FOR U. 8. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 26—(>)}— 
Charles FE. Stuart, one of the Ameri- 
can engineers in Russia’s five-year 
plan, told Wall Street and university 
economists tonight that America must 
apply “something of the sort” of Rus-| 
sian central planning to our own in-| 
stitutions. 

The “conception of central plan- 
ning,” he said, on which Russia works 
‘“‘was borrowed from us, although we 
have not as yet applied it on as large 
a scale as Russia.” 

Stuart is president of Stuart, 
James & Cooke, Inc., of New York 
city. He spoke before the Thursday 
Club. He said Stalin’s manifesto 
that authority must accompany re- 
sponsibility and that men must be 
paid in accordance with their ability, | 
energy and application was an adop-| 
tion of the recommendations of his! 
firm. | 

“T think it well,” he said, “in con- | 
sidering Russia’s central planning) 
policy to bear in mind that an ever-| 
increasing number of Americans are 
coming to the conclusion that we too 
will sooner or later have to apply 
something of the same sort to our own) 
industries. | 

“Planned economy would bring or- 
der, tranquillity and prosperity to 
many of our industries which are now | 
in a chaotic, perverted condition that | 
is far worse than any form of social-| 
ism ever inflicted upon any country.’ 

Stuart named the soft coal indus-| 
try and banking as examples. He 
blames the “sociological conditions, de-. 
plorable in many sections of the bitu-| 
minous industry” upon the “insol-| 
vency” which he said began long be-, 
fore the present depression. The de- 
struction of buying power of hun- 
dreds of thousands of persons in the. 
industry resulted, he added, and 
acts violently on all other business,”
